S3E# A railroad spur track used for transporting peat to Lavasare 
(5G°30 1 W/2U°20 *E) crossed the field* The Imding field was about 
l 0 2x2 km# Two large tents and six or seven can tonment buildings were 
on the southern edge of the field#, A concrete runway, about 25x1, 5GQ 
rasters, extended on the landing field in an E-tf direction,, Aircraft 
revetments which were open on the side facing the field were around 
the landing field# Numerous log houses were on the western edge of 
the landing field#
